The Enemy endca- 
vour d to cut off our Guards on their Left, and to 
turce the Marthes, in which Attempt they loft a 
great many Men. “T'was cafy to be fen by their 
Movements, that rhey defign'd co attack our Camp, 
fo that we went about a Mile farther to epee 
them. We then call'd in the Guirds end De- 
tachments, and perceiving that the Turks were 
preparing for a formal Artack. we advanced with 
Coiours. fying, and Drums beating ; bur obferving 
that the Woods were full. of the Baemy, and that 
their Horie had a Lc fign to come round us, we made 
*aHale. Tie Turks advanced very leiurcly, con- 
* trary to their Cuftom, and extended themfeives on 
* our Front and Flank. At 2 o’Clock in the After- 
noon they attack’d us on all Sides with hid¢ous 
Outcries; and tho’ the great Fire of our Canton 
made them retreat, yet “twas not long before they 
returned to the Charge: During this Attack, a great 
Body of their Horie came fuil gallop along the 
Danube to fall upon our Camp, where they put the 
Soldiers Boys to the Sword ; as alfo the lick Men, 
and plunder‘d fome Tents: But even there they met 
with Refittance, and Iefe feveral of rheir Men and 
Hories dead on the Spor. Their Horfe rallied 
again, and offer’d to artack us in the Rear; but 
General Bathiany, who faced abour againft them 
with the Regiments of Hohenems and Lichtenftein, 
oblig’d them to retire nearer their Main Body The 
Attacks on one Side and che other, lafted till after 
Sun-fer, when the Turks retired to the other Side 
of the Timock, leaviog the Banks however well 
guarded ; and our Men returned alfo to th: Spot 
which was over-dgainft their Camp, where by the 
next Morning they were drawn up in Battalia. 
There we heard that our Baggage was moved off, 
ona Sulpicion that our Forces were furrounded ; 
and that che Footmen fet to loak after it, had aétu- 
ally pillaged fome of the Waggons. We pafs’d 
that Night very quietly. On the 18th in the Morn- 
ing we perceived a great Motion in the Turks 
Army near Negodin, which made us conjecture, 
that they would return to the Charge again, and 
therefore about $ o’Clock we made the Difpofitions 
tor a regular Retreat, fince it was ealy for the Ene- 
my to have cut it off on all Sides. At 9g o’Clock 
we began to retire in good Order towards Curl- 
chack,where we again drew up in Battle Array. Du- 
ring the March, the Turks difturbed our Rear 
Guard feveral Times ; but we had not much Lofs. 
In the Evening we march’d through hollow Ways 
along the Danubs, and on the igth we came to 
Peria-Palanka. In this Aétion we loft little more 
than 200 Men, and no Officer, whereas the Field 
is cover’d with the dead Bodies of the T'urks, our 
Field Pieces having gaM’d them terribly. Never 
did either the Imperial or Saxon Troops behave with 
more Mettle. . We have not been able to know 
exactly of what Number the Enemy confilted, buc 
it has b-en gueffed they were betwixe 15 and 
16000 Men ;—and by the Banners and Pikes with 
¢ Oftrich Feathers, ‘tis fuppoied a good Number ot 
© the Officers and Soldiers were Afiaticks." * 

They write from Carlitadt, that as the Francifcan 
Friars who had an Oratory near Lanialucka, were 
preparing to pafs the River Verbas, and to retire to- 
wards Auttrian Croatia, the Turks ftopp'd them, and 
cut them all in Pieces, except a Lay-Brother , to 
whom they gave Leave to carry the News where he 
pleas'd. We don’t yet exactly know how many Men 
were loft at the Siege of Ufitza; fom fay 100, others 
200. General Diemar, who was there as a Volun- 
tier, received a Wound under his Shoulder-Bone. 
There was found in that Fortrefs a great Quantity 
of Ammunition, and 50 Pieces of Braiy Cannon. 

Thev write from Tranfilvania, that the Turks are 
affembling in great Numbers at Bucharetz in Walla- 
chia ; and thar ‘cwas believed General Ghilani would 
be obliged to abandon that Province entirely, left he 
frould be farrounded by them. Mean Time, the 
Prince Chriftian de Lobkowitz, who ferved in Italy 
with Diftinétion, is fer out to defetid chat Proviniec, 
in Cafe it be attacked by the Turks. 
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We are affured, that this Cour intends to hir® 
30,000 Alen of feveral Princes of the Empire for the 
next Campaign. Prince Lubomirski, Palatine of 
Cracow, who 18 the richeft Nobleman in Poland, and 
has moreover a confiderable Eftate in Hungary, has 
off:red to. raife 3 Regiments among his Vaffals in 
Poland, for the Emperor's Service. 

We have Advice that General Kevenhuller is 
retired with the Body ot his Army towards Orfova ; 
and “tis reported, that the Lieutenant General the 
Count de Neifelroth, and the Generals Leutram and 
Charles Palfi are dead in Hungary. The Emperor 
prefented Count Sulkowski, Commander in Chief of 
tuc Saxon Troops in Hungary, with a Ring worth 
20,000 Fiorins, when he came hirher from the 
Army.
